A total of 2,708 ballots were 
east with 2,026 voting approval 
as compared to 682 who were 
against the bond issue. 

A similar vote of 2,015 “yes” 
favored the $100,000 state loan 


QUESTION: 


Who should 
elect mayor?

That’s the decision facing the 
City Fathers Tuesday, Feb. 7, 
when they meet on that question 
along with other items of busie 
ness.

19 meeting by Mayor James 
Christensen. 


It is his opinion that the voe 
ters should elect their mayor. 
Other council members have 
privately expressed the view 
that the present system is more 
acceptable. 


Observers say the arguments 
both pro and con should prove 
interesting at the Tuesday night 
meeting. 


Other points expected to be 
brought up are: 


Should the city’s chief execue 
tive be a part time mayor or 
should the post be a full time 
job? 

With a present population of 
30,000 and a projected growth 
to 90,000 within the next few 
years at what point should the 
city change its form of governe 
ment? 

These and many other points 
of view are expected to be aired 
but the question still to be dee 
cided is: who should elect the 
mayor «- the voters or the City 
Council?

A margin of 66 and two-thirds 
per cent was necessary to ine 
sure passage of the measures 
and the voting public responded 
with a whopping 74.8 per cent.

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NEW LAND COMPANY FORMED 


San Antonio Water Co. 
declares 4-1 stock split 


The San Antonio Water Com- 
pany Board of Directors this 
week notified shareholders of a 
4-1 stock split in conjunction 
with the recent formation of 
the San Antonio Land Company. 

Stockholders of record as of 
Jan. 3, 1967, will participate 
in the split which will give them 
four shares of Land Company 
stock for each share they hold 
in the Water Company. 

One of the shareholders bene« 
fitting by the stock split is the 
City of Upland which has 1,815 
of the outstanding 6,389 shares 
in the Water Company. 

The split will give the city 
7,260 shares in the Land Come 
panye 

The city purchased the water 
stock at $1,000 per share, Va)ue 
of the Land Company stock will 
be $50 per share, Thus, the 4-1 
split increases the value of the 
city’s $1,815,000 investment by 
$363,000 to $2,178,000. 

Purpose of the stock split, 
which was authorized some time 
ago by the shareholders and 
will ~~~ *uce a total of 25,556 
shares in the Land Company, 
is to give title to surplus land 
so that it can be sold. 

Approximately 4,381 acres 
are involved with 2,000 located 
in San Antonio Canyon. 

Mayor James Christensen, 4 
member of the Water Company 
Board of Directors, said the 
city will check the land to be 
made available for possible fue 
ture “horse trading,’”’ 

Christensen said the city is 
particularly interested in pos- 
sible annexation of the canyon 
area, which includes the old 
prison site. The mayor said the 
canyon area would make an exe 
cellent park. 

Details of the stock split were 
outlined to The Upland News at 
a meeting of the Water Company 
Board of Directors to which The 
News was invited, 

It was pointed out at the mee- 
ting that the division of holdings 
was made necessary under law 
in order to dispose of the Wa- 
ter Company’s unneeded pro- 
perty, thus the formation of the 
Land Company. 

The same Board will head 
both the Water and Land Come 
panies, 

The excess land is the result 
of San Antonio Dam which re- 
leased many acres formerly 
used as watersheds and the 
proposed Army Corps of En- 
gineers $35,000,000 dam on 24th 


Street will release hundreds 
of more acres in the not too 
distant future, 

It was emphasized by the 
Board that the Land Company 
will not participate in any de- 
velopment of the surplus proe 
perty. Private developers are 
expected to be the most intere 
ested parties when the land ts 
placed on the market, Howe 
ever, no water rights will be 
relinquished, 

Mayor Christensen made 
special note of the stock pure 
chase opportunity made avalle 
able to the city. Even though 
the city was not represented on 
the Board at the time, he poine 
ted out that the stock could 
have been put up for bid, which 
would have resulted in driving 
the price upwards to $1,200 or 
$1,250 per share, Investors, he 
said, classify the stockas ‘‘blue 
chip.’’

However, the Water Board 
first offered it to the city for a 
flat $1,000 per share which has 
proved a windfall to the amount 
of $363,000, Other financial 
gains also le ahead with the

Time for conformance with 
the new ordinance will vary 
from three to seven years, de- 
pending upon the replacement 
value of the sign. 

One firm witling to face ree 
placement of its sign within see 
ven years was SkycrestF ordon 
Foothill Boulevard which had 
been waiting three months for 
approval of a standard Ford 
Motor Company sign. 

The Skycrest Ford sign has 
161 square feet of surface which 
exceeds the proposed 125 
square feet limit, However, the 
Planners granted approval by a

Legislature, and all the paper~ 
work and reports that are nece 
essary to accomplish the pure 
pose of the Supervisors, 

Supervisors will have to ape 
prove every step, report, and 
legislation, 

The merger of the four exist. 
ing courts, taken up first by 
the Supervisors, was approved 
by a 4 to 1 vote, with Supers 
visor Ruben Ayala voting no, 

All other actions were taken 
by unanimous approval of the 
entire S-man Supervisorial 
Board,

SUPERVISOR DANIEL 
MIKESELL, the new Board 
Chairman, opened the meeting 
in the San Bernardino Court. 
house with a three-page writ- 
ten statement, offered to the 
press so no misstatement 
could oceur,. 

The complete statement is 
printed at the end of this story. 

Mr, Covington then read sece 
tions of the statement, after 
which the Board took specific 
action on each portion. 

The meeting results showed 
that each Supervisor's “rece 
ommendation’’ for the courts 
in his own Supervisorial Dis- 
trict would be accepted by the 
other four Supervisors, Mr, 
Ayala pinned down this point

Mikesell said Judge Imhoff 
knew that a Municipal Court 
would occur in Upland, that he

In addition to having his statoe 
ment read, Mikesell elaborated 
on its points, saying that the 
Upland district rapidly was ap- 
proaching the 40,000 population 
figure, making mandatory a 
Municipal Court District. 

He said there was a survey 
and a move underway to estabe 
lish the number of residents in 
the area, to change to such @ 
court district. 

He said there was atrong feole 
ing on the part of three indie 
viduals expressed at the last 
public hearing two weeks ago 
(Mayor James Christensen, 
Councilman Ronald Rossiter, 
and Publisher Mel Hodell), to 
keep the court in Upland, 

He said he had many letters 
on file from persons all in fae 
vor of the merger, mainly bee 
cause of the economic factors, 

He said there was substantial 
investment in the Ontario court 
complex, that {t was unrealistic 
to have a building of such stature 
in Upland, that staffing, being 
closer to Upland as compared 
to Montclair and Ontario reste 
dents, all indicated the merger 
was best, 

He said he would be “remiss 
indeed’? and his ‘duty was 
strong’ to merge Upland into 
Ontario. He pointed out that 
holding facilities, district ate 
torney, public defender, ate 
taches, clerks and encompasse 
ing needs, showed the need to 
put everything under one house, 
with closer supervision and less 
administrative heads, 

He stated that citizens would 
not suffer from the merger, 

He also said that with a 
broadened judicial district, 
newspapers would have broader 
possibilities for legal advere 
tising. 

Supervisor Mikesell said he 
had been “severly attacked’’ 
but that ‘I must do the job 
as I see it.’ 

Supervisor Ross Dana called 
him a ‘courageous Supere 
visor?’ **e 


SUPERVISOR RUBEN 
AYALA opposed the big countye 
wide district, with divisions in 
each existing Municipal Court 
area, calling the new proposal 
a ‘‘monster’? that would merely 
open the door to one--big dise 
trict. 

He said it was “fust the 
beginning’? of what was to hape 
pen in the county court ree 
organization program, but he 
supported the Fontana merger 
because ‘the people want it.?* 

He upheld the right of the. 
people to have their own serve 
ice in thelr own area, and he 
criticised the Bar Association, 
saying ‘‘to heck with the Bar 
Association” in wanting the 
consolidation for its own cone 
venience, noting that once a 
judge is appointed it virtually 
is for life and no attorney ever

Sister City program 


At the initial meeting of the 
Town Affiliation Committee

Medicare 
claim aid 
available 


Older people in the Upland 
area who have paid doctor bills 
but have not yet claimed their 
medicare doctor bill insurance 
payments are invited to have 
their claims checked by the Poe 
mona social security office bee 
fore mailing them to the medi- 
care carrier, according to Hugh 
B, Chapman, district manager, 


‘In the first six months of 
the medkare program some 
benefit payments were delayed 
because the applicants did not 
include all the necessary ine 
formation with their claims,’* 
he said. 


Chapman believes that most 
people will need this help only 
the first time they make a mee 
dical insurance claim, ‘The 
Medicare Handbook, which ts 
given to all beneficiaries, exe 
plains how to make the claims,” 
he said, ‘‘and the form is ree 
latively simvle, but most peo. 
ple can use some advice the 
first time they apply. We’re 
glad to offer assistance, and 
we believe we can help many 
people to avoid some delay in 
their payment,” 


“The social security office 
does not make the decision or 
pay the claim,’ Chapman said, 


“If an older person cannot 
visit the social security office 
in person, he can send the forms 
by mail or by someone else,” 
he said, ‘“but in this case, he 
should be sure to give his tele- 
phone number.’’

The complete text af Mike- 
sell’s statenent follows: 
“Perhaps one af the mast mise 
understood and subsequently the 
most controversial items that 
has been before the Board, has 
been the matter of Municipal 
Couft consolidation and the 
possible merger of Justice 
Courts. It would seem that the 
recommendations contained tn 
the report of the Administra- 
tive Officer, and in the report 
of the San Bernardino County 
Bar Association, appear to be 
quite explanatory and certain- 
ly reasonable, It seems approe 
priate that we should consider, 
however, the matter of Munice 
ipal Court consolidation first, 
and secondly any mergers 
thereto of existing Justice 
Courts to create a Municipal 
Court.” 

MUNICIPAL COURT CONSOL- 
IDA TION: 

The logic and the approach 
of the Bar Association seems 
to follow the Board’s general 
reasoning and desire of wish- 
ing to streamline our County 
operations to effect a better 
service, at the least possible 
amount of money. All this proe 
posal does is to establish a 
single County Municipal Court 
District, and permits a district 
to be divided into divisions to 
best serve the people in spe- 
eific geographical areas, Each 
division will have its Judges se- 
lected from that particular 
area, and the people themselves 
within that district will have 
the opportunity to vote for the 
Judges at specific election 
times, 

“This guarantees a local con- 
trol as much as we are able 
to provide. It does not make 
it mandatory that a Judge will 
be elected on a County-wide 
basis, It keeps him close to the 
people in his given district, and 
the people will have the oppor. 
tunity to observe his function 
and his duty to office. Ofcourse, 
they could retain him or put 
him out of office if such serve 
ice is not satisfactory, Each 
division would further provide 
a Municipal Courtservice with- 
in generally a five mile rae 
dius, and a maximum of ten 
miles radius, and itt appears 
that this is about 4s reason- 
able an application that a gov- 
ernment can give inthe interest 
of justice, 

“At the same time, there ts 
nothing in the consolidation that 
would prohibit a Municipal 
Court from sitting in any area 
of the division when the need is 
evident, It is quite apparent 
that in this consolidation, it 
would provide for a method by 
which, with the consent of the 
petitioners, any case could be 
moved to another jurisdiction in 
the interest of saving time.Cere- 
tainly, there does not appear to 
be any increase in cost and 
there is a possibility that a 
decrease in administration can 
occur a8 4 result of this con- 
solidation, This plan has been 
well supported by various 
Chambers of Commerce, the 
Bar Association, the Judges, 
and others, I would certainly 
recommend that we endorse 
this program,” 

MERGER OF JUSTICE COURTS 
INTO MUNICIPAL COURTS OR 
ORGANIZATION OF A MUNIC.} 
IPAL COURT: 

"In the matter of merger of 
Justice Courts into an existing 
Municipal Court District, or to 
create a new Municipal Court 
District, or in the matter of 
economy, it seems that we 
should review each of the areas 
and determine the action by a 
review of the merits in each 
individual case, 

“In the area of Bloomington, 
Rialto, and Fontana, it has been

there should be a consolidation 
of those Justice Courts Into a 
new Municipal Court District 
called the Valley Municipel 
Court, This bas been well dise 
cussed in all three of the come 
munities affected and the fact 
that there has been little af 
no opposition to this consall- 
dation would reflect that it has 
strong support. The matter of 
the location of the court on a 
temporary basis needs to be de. 
termined and it would appear 
that the existing faciiities tn 
Fontana should accommodate 
this new court until such time 
as we are able to provide a 
centralized location, not only 
for a Municipal Court to serve 
these communities, but for 
other governmental functions 
as well, It would seem we should 
pursue this as quickly as pose 
sible. 

*The first thing, however, is 
that we should direct our Ad. 
ministrative Officer to prepare 
an analyzation of our personnel 
needs based upon the probsble 
case load and to find positions 
where possible for the existe 
ing attaches of our Justice 
Court. He should come back with 
a recommendation to the Board 
so that it may be forwarded to 
Sacramento for proper legisla. 
tive action. Based upon the 
support for the consolidation, 
and to provide people of these 
three communities with Munice 
ipal Court services without the 
necessity of coming to the San 
Bernardino area for them, I 
would strongly urge that we take 
this action. 

“The Cucamonga and Etiwanda 
Justice Courts consolidation 
could be considered in the ine 
terest of economy and because 
we would be providing at least 
a full time job for one Judge 
with the further thought that 
these two areas are a little more 
removed from either the West 
End Municipal Court Districts 
and the Valley Municipal Court 
District, I would urge that the 
Board direct the Administrae 
tive Officer to prepare the nece 
essary information, bounda. 
ries, and the resulting savings 
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Court mergers... 


so that the Board might con- 
sider the consolidation of these 
two courts as early as pose 
sible. Obviously, there are per. 
sonnel prodlems involved in 
this matter and the Administra. 
tive Officer's report should be 
very clear as to what could 
be done with such personnel, 
in the event af consolidation, 


“Tt would appear proper that 
the boundaries of the North 
Fontana area, which is now 
incorporated in the Etiwanda 
Justice District, could be en. 
compassed in the new Valley 
Municipal Court District with 
perhaps a dividing line approxi- 
mately at Cherry Avenue, This 
would make for a better general 
arrangement at the same time 
making it easter for the people 
in the North Fontana area to 
be accommodated by a Court 
Facility in Fontana, 


“The one remaining Justice 
Court in the Second District 
is that of Upland, I have care. 
fully reviewed the protests of 
those who do not care to have 
this court merged with the West 
Valley Municipal Court. While 
it is understandable that they 
may feel that they are losing 
some local control or identity, 
this does not necessarily relate, 
First, the Municipal Court It. 
self is a creature of legisla- 
ture and it ts jointly attached 
to that body and the San Ber- 
nardino County, It is named a 
County Court and in the con. 
solidation of the Municipal 
Courts, as indicated in the early 
part of this paper, the people 
of Upland will have as much 
opportunity in electing a Judge

justice will not be slowed down 
as a result of this merger. 
“It is my opinion that the 
above program can effect some 
changes in the Judicial sys. 
tem which will retain the 
strong elements of local cone 
trol, make it convenient for 
those residing in specific areas 
to obtain local justice and at 
the same time make It pose 
sible for us to conduct the 
affairs of the judiclary on as

SAN BERNARDINO (CNS)q-- 
A resolution asking for federal 
aid for the next step in the proe 
posed Cucamonga Creek flood 
control program, W& prde 
tect West End communities 
from the mountains, the Prado 
Creek Basin below Chino was 
voted Monday by the County 
Board of Supervisors. 


The project is to cost 4 toe 
tal of $35,500,000 and Martin 
A, Nicholas, county engineer, 
reported Monday that all the 
surveying required has been 
completed. He said that $175,- 
000 for plans would constitute 
the next step. 

The resolution adopted by Sue 


pervisors is to be presented to 
Senators Thomas Kuchel and 
George Murphy, Representative 
Jerry Pettis and the U.S,Army 
Corps of Engineers, Supervie 
sors hope the funds required 
will be included in the om- 
nibus bill which is adopted to 
provide the money for such 
projects near the end of the 
spring session. 


The resolution points out that 
the cities of Upland, Chino and 
Ontario and the communities 
of Cucamonga and those bee 
low Chino are endanged by lack 
of property flood control for 
the Cucamonga creek and that 
the waterway was within a de- 


clared disaster area in 1965 
and again in 1967 by President 
Lyndon Johnson.

The proper approach 


The decision by Upland Fire Depart. 
mont members to process their appli- 
cation for a pay ralse through normal 
channels Is highly commendable, 


In a moment of haste and perhaps of 
disappointment, their first intention was 
to carry thelr battle to the public after 
the Police and Fire Committee and 
subsequently the City Council rejected 
their pay raise request, 


However, in a vote taken by the mem. 
bers of the Fire Fighters Association 
it was decided to abandon the public pe. 
tition and concentrate on presenting 
their arguments in an orderly fashion 
through the city manager who tn turn 
will make his recommendation at the 
council's budget hearings in May, 


The pay raise problem arose follow. 
ing the granting of an 8 per cent ine 
crease to Police Department members 
Jan. 1, 


The fireman, and rightly so, were 
ired because they did not share in a 
similar raise, 


The circumstances, however, were 
different. Not that the firemen are not 
entitled to a pay hike but the Police 
Department was undermanned and the 
low salary scale made {t virtually im. 
possible to recruit new members, 


Further, the Police Department was 
budgeted for X number of officers but 
being understaffed, there remained suf. 
ficient money to grant the pay increase 


without dipping into the city’s general 
fund which is bare for this fiscal year 
~~ at least for the purpose of granting 
pay hikes to any department, 


The Fire Department, meanwhile, was 
expanded, a new substation constructed 
and a new pumper ordered, The Fire 
Department, a8 pointed out to the City 
Council by City Manager Elwin Alder, 
received the lion’s share of the 1966.67 
budget, 


At the same time, neither Alder nor 
the Police and Fire Committee nor the 
City Council closed the door on the 
firemen’s request, They simply said, 
‘the city just doesn’t have the money 
at this time, We sympathize with you 
and will be more than glad to const. 
der your request at the budget hearings 
for the 1967.68 fiscal year which starts 
July 1, 


The firemen also were told to take 
their request through proper channels, 


The fire fighters are doing just that 
while also pledging to give their best 
efforts to protect Upland’s citizens and 
their property.

Solons seek to strengthen 
state’s open meeting laws 


Two state legislators Wed. 
nesday Jan. 25, announced a 
double-berrelled approach to 
Solve problems in California’s 
open meeting laws. One of the 
companion measures introduc. 
ed today by Senator Tom Car. 
rell (D. San Fernando) and Ase 
semblyman William T, Bagley 
(R., San Rafael) will strength. 
en the state’s open meeting law 
for local agencies--the RALPH 
M, BROWN ACT--and the other 
will provide a single, compre« 
hensive open meeting statute 
applicable to state agencies. 

Both men were members of 
the Assembly Interim Commit. 
tee on Government Organiza. 
tion. The committee has been 
engaged in a continuing study 
of the adequacy of state laws 
guaranteeing this aspect of the 
public’s right to know. 

Carrell and Bagley acted at 
the request of former commit. 


tee chairman, Juige Milton 
Marks, who resigned his Ase 
Sembly seat last October toace 
cept an appcintment to the San 
Francisco Municipal Court. 
Marks’ long standing interest 
in legislation ensuring public 
access to meetings of governe 
ment agencies was climaxed by 
the near enactment of similar 
measures during the 1965 ses- 
Sion. 

At that tine the state agency 
bill passed both houses of the 
Legislature and was pocket. 
vetoed by Gov. Brown. The bill 
Strengthening the Ralph M, 
Brown Act was opposed by the 
League of California Cities AND 
was killed on a tle vote in a 
Senate Committee following 
passage in the Assembly by a 
substantia] margin. 

Both authors expressed their 
hopes that these measures 
would receive widespread supe 


port. Bagley commented: 
“These bills have been studied 
at length and in detail. They 
should ensure the public’s ace 
cess to meetings of their gov- 
ernment officials while not ine 
hibiting the orderly process of 
government.” Carrell stated: 
“T hope the League of Cali. 
fornia Citles can now join us 
in supporting these measures,”
